City  rejects  smoking  ban 


guilty  plea 

Accused  murderer 
Bass  Webb  appeared 
before  Judge  Jay  Delaney 
Wednesday  morning  in 
Falmouth  to  hear  his  for¬ 
mal  sentence,  but  instead 
withdrew  his  guilty  plea 
for  the  2009  murder  of 
Bryia  Runiewicz. 

Webb  entered  a  guilty 
plea  to  the  charges  dur¬ 
ing  the  jury  selection 
phase  of  his  murder 
trial  on  July  18.  The 
Commonwealth  recom¬ 
mended  a  50-year  sen¬ 
tence  to  run  consecutively 
with  a  15-year  sentence 
he  is  already  serving 
for  attempted  murder  in 
Bourbon  County 

Judge  Delaney  set  a 
Sept.  19  hearing  date  to 
rule  on  whether  or  not 
to  grant  Webb’s  with¬ 
drawal  of  a  guilty  plea. 

If  the  judge  allows  Webb 
to  withdraw  the  July 
18  guilty  plea,  a  new 
trial  date  will  be  set.  If 
Delaney  does  not  accept 
Webb’s  new  decision,  the 
formal  sentencing  will 
take  place  on  Sept.  19  at 
1:30  p.m.  in  Pendleton 
County.

The  Cynthiana  City 
Commission  sent  the  message 
Tuesday  that  it  will  not  inter¬ 
fere  in  private  businesses’  deci¬ 
sions. 

Commissioners  voted  3-2  to 
drop  a  smoking  ban  proposal 
for  Cynthiana  businesses. 

Commissioner  Roger  Slade’s 
comments  were  met  with  a 
resounding  applause  from  a 
contingent  of  smoking  ban 
opponents. 

“I  won’t  debate  the  health 
issues,”  Slade  said,  adding  that 


the  public  knows  that  smoking 
is  unhealthy.  “To  me,  it’s  the 
individual  right  of  the  business 
owner.” 

Slade  asked  rhetorically  if  the 
commission  passed  a  smoking 
ban,  what  would  be  next? 

Commissioner  Billy  Grayson 
echoed  Slade’s  concerns  and 
questioned  the  commission’s 
next  move. 

“I  cannot  see  us  dictating  to 
businesses  what  they  can  and 
can’t  do,”  Grayson  said. 

He  said  he  went  to  a  local 
restaurant  recently  that  allows 
smoking  inside.  There  were 


about  15  to  16  people  sitting  in  a 
group,  some  smoking  and  some 
not,  all  talking  about  events 
that  were  important  to  them. 

“If  we  do  this,  these  people 
won’t  have  that,”  Grayson  said. 

Mayor  Steve  Moses  said  that 
the  draft  proposal  would  be 
brought  up  for  a  vote  at  the  next 
commission  meeting. 

However,  Grayson  pitched  a 
motion  to  drop  it  before  it  got  to 
the  next  meeting.  Slade  quickly 
seconded  the  motion,  which 
was  followed  by  a  favorable  vote 
from  Commissioner  Jack  Keith. 

Commissioner  Gary  Brunker 


and  Moses  were  the  two  to  vote 
against  Grayson’s  motion. 

“I  can  really  see  both  sides  of 
the  issue,”  said  Brunker,  who 
noted  that  the  majority  of  his 
career  has  been  keeping  people 
safe.  He  said  he  has  also  been 
married  to  a  nurse  for  over  40 
years. 

The  issue  of  a  smoking  ban 
for  Cynthiana  was  first  raised 
earlier  this  year  by  Wedco,  who 
suggested  that  non-smoking 
workers  should  have  the  right 
to  be  in  an  environment  where

Jury  to  hear  12  felony 
cases  on  Aug.  28 


Court  approves 
higher  tax  rate

Jury  trials  have  tentatively  been  set 
for  Aug.  28  to  hear  12  felony  cases  in 
Harrison  Circuit  Court. 

Justin  Jenkins,  who  was  indicted 
May  1,  will  answer  to  12  charges  that 
resulted  from  separate  incidents  in 
February. 

Jenkins  was  charged  with  entering 
the  home  of  William  and  Barbara 
Hayes  on  Feb.  16  and  taking  a  hand¬ 
gun.  In  the  process  of  the  alleged 
burglary,  Jenkins  is  supposed  to  have 
damaged  the  Hayes’  property. 

He  is  also  charged  with  taking 
two  firearms  from  the  residence  of 
Cynthia  Jenkins  on  Feb.  20. 

Then  on  Feb.  21,  Jenkins  allegedly 
broke  into  Dustin  Ward’s  home  and 
damaged  property.  He  is  also  accused 
of  destroying  property  belonging  to 
Shawn  Ritchey,  Dean  Pope  and  James 
Stephens. 

The  man  accused  of  taking  a  per¬ 
sonal  vibrator  from  a  home  on  Feb.  8 
will  be  on  trial  Aug.  28  as  well. 

Jason  Adkins  allegedly  entered  a 
home  on  Feb.  8  and  removed  property 
belonging  to  the  home  owner  and 


which  resulted  in  the  first  of  two  bur¬ 
glary  charges. 

Adkins  reportedly  had  second 
thoughts  and  returned  the  property 
then  went  back  on  Feb.  10  and  took  it 
again. 

He  also  faces  charges  of  theft  by 
unlawful  taking  and  criminal  mis¬ 
chief. 

The  cases  for  Brad  and  Jennifer 
Morris,  who  are  each  accused  of 
manufacturing  methamphetamine, 
are  also  headed  for  an  Aug.  28  jury 
trial. 

Larry  Wachter  Jr.  will  answer  to  12 
charges  of  theft  of  a  firearm  and  one 
of  theft  by  unlawful  taking  less  than 
$500. 

He  is  accused  of  taking  12  guns 
from  Anita  Parsons  between  Jan.  24 
and  March  1. 

Reese  Garrison  faces  drug  charges 
including  first  degree  trafficking  in 
a  controlled  substance  first  offense, 
first  degree  possession  of  controlled 
substance  (drug  unspecified)  first 
offense,  third  degree  possession  of 
controlled  substance,  possession  of

The  Harrison  County  Fiscal  Court  passed  the 
first  reading  of  an  ordinance  setting  next  year’s 
tax  rate  at  10.2  cents  for  every  $100  of  real  prop¬ 
erty  value. 

After  much  debate  over  2012’s  tax  rate,  the 
Harrison  County  Fiscal  Court  elected  not  to 
take  the  compensating  rate  last  year. 

However,  the  majority  of  the  magistrates  felt 
that  this  year  should  be  different. 

Last  year’s  9.9  cent  rate  was  estimated  to 
generate  $784,971  for  the  county  to  use  during 
the  fiscal  year,  however,  due  to  non-payers  and 
other  tax  exemptions  the  county  only  banked 
$717,000  of  the  projected  figures. 

Should  the  new  compensating  rate  of  10.2 
pass,  the  estimated  amount  generated  from 
real  property  taxes  in  Harrison  County  will  be 
$807,431. 

Only  magistrates  Missy  Lutz  and  Bradley 
Copes  voted  not  to  take  the  compensating  rate 
this  year. 

The  court  also  voted  to  keep  the  12.9  cents  for 
every  $100  value  of  motor  craft  and  vehicles  in 
Harrison  County  for  next  year’s  taxes. 

Also  discussed  during  the  first  meeting  of  the 
month  was  the  inter-local  agreement  between 
the  city  and  county  for  the  new  Parks  and

Preserving  the  garden 


I  am  getting  ready  to 
head  back  to  U  of  L  where 
I  teach  two  courses  so  I 
really  need  to  get  orga¬ 
nized. 

The  garden  is  still  pro¬ 
ducing  and  time  needs  to 
be  spent  on  turning  some 
of  the  bounty  into  things 
that  can  be  enjoyed  during 
the  winter  months. 

I  have  had  the  dehydra¬ 
tor  going  everyday  this 
last  week  drying  apples, 
peaches  and  berries,  cher¬ 
ry  tomatoes  and  potatoes. 

Plus,  predictions  of  ris¬ 
ing  food  costs  (ironically 
current  reports  indicate 
that  grain  and  sugar  pric¬ 
es  are  affecting  prices  now 
and  I  don’t  eat  much  of 
that). 

During  the  summer  our 
vegetable  garden-  along 
with  a  bounty  from  other 
local  farms-  keeps  us  well- 
supplied  in  fruits  and  veg¬ 
etables;  the  focus  is  shift¬ 
ing  now  to  “putting”  up 
the  garden. 

Most  preservation  meth¬ 
ods  are  remarkably  easy: 
pickling,  freezing  and  can¬ 
ning  are  the  three  tech¬ 
niques  most  utilized. 

There  are  some  basics  to 
learn  but  all  in  all  anyone 
can  do  it. 

I  am  here  to  encourage 
you  to  try  some  standard 
food  preservation  tech¬ 
niques,  it  is  really  quite 
gratifying  especially  if 
you  grew  the  produce 
yourself. 

Technology  means  that 
we  can  freeze  just  about 
anything  now.  Our  great 
grandmothers  did  not 
have  this  luxury. 

The  most  important 
thing  to  understand:  If 
you  choose  to  freeze  your 
overflow  of  vegetables 
from  the  garden  you  need 
to  blanch.  Blanching  is  a 
quick  cook  method  that 
stops  enzyme  activity  in 
the  vegetable  so  it  will 
stop  ripening. 

Once  a  vegetable  is 
harvested  it  produces 
enzymes  that  continue  to 
push  it  past  peak;  blanch¬ 
ing  stops  this. 

Most  vegetables  can  be 
dropped  into  a  pot  of  boil¬ 
ing  water  for  two  minutes 
to  arrest  the  enzyme  activ¬ 
ity;  then  stop  the  cooking 
process  by  plunging  the

vegetables  into  an  ice  bath 
for  two  minutes;  drain 
well  and  pat  dry  with  a 
towel  and  package  your 
servings  in  air  tight  con¬ 
tainers. 

I  do  not  have  a  pressure 
cooker  so  all  the  canning  I 
do  employs  the  hot  water 
bath  process. 

A  large  pot  of  simmer¬ 
ing  water  will  kill  bacteria 
and  seal  jars,  but  this  is 
not  suitable  for  all  vegeta¬ 
bles  (low  acid  vegetables 
must  be  pressure  cooked). 

Tomatoes  are  the  easi¬ 
est  to  can.  Their  natural 
acidity  means  that  all  you 
have  to  do  is  cook  them 
a  little  and  pack  them  in 
sterile  jars,  add  a  teaspoon 
of  salt,  seal  and  process  in 
a  hot  water  bath  for  about 
15  minutes. 

You  can  peel  and  seed, 
or  not.  I  don’t  because  I 
like  my  canned  tomatoes 
chunky. 

Pickling  uses  vinegar  to 
add  the  acidity  needed  for 
preservation. 

Cucumbers,  peppers, 
green  beans,  beets,  onions, 
carrots  and  any  combina¬ 
tion  there  on  can  be  pick- 
led  with  a  vinegar,  sugar 
and  spice  syrup. 

Recipes  abound  repre¬ 
senting  variations  on  the 
theme.  A  basic  pickle  reci¬ 
pe  calls  for  about  eight  ripe 


cucumbers,  Vz  cup  of  salt, 
1  %  of  sugar,  3  Vz  cups  of 
vinegar,  a  teaspoon  each 
of  celery  seed,  mustard 
seed  and  turmeric. 

Soak  the  cucumber 
slices  in  salted  ice  water 
for  at  least  4  hours;  you 
can  either  pack  the  soaked 
cucumbers  in  jars  or  cook 
them  first  for  a  couple  of 
minutes  in  vinegar  before 
filling  jars. 

Top  the  jars  off  with 
syrup  made  from  your  vin¬ 
egar,  sugar  and  spices. 

The  more  you  reduce 
the  syrup  the  sweeter  the 
pickles  will  be. 

Once  the  jars  are  packed 
and  the  syrup  is  added 
seal  the  sterilized  jars  and 
place  in  a  hot  water  bath 
(at  a  low  simmer  with 
about  2  inches  of  water 
covering  the  jars)  for 
about  15  minutes.  Pretty 
easy,  yes! 

Making  jam  is  even  easi¬ 
er.  Fruit,  sugar  and  pectin 
are  all  you  need. 

I  just  follow  the  direc¬ 
tions  on  the  Sure-Jell  pack¬ 
age  and  I  have  turned  blue¬ 
berries,  blackberries  and 
raspberries  into  enough 
jam  to  get  us  through  next 
May  when  the  blueberries 
ripen  again. 

If  you  want  to  learn  to 
“put  up”  food  then  I  rec¬ 
ommend  picking  up  an 
old  canning  book  at  the 
flea  market  or  request  the 
information  from  your 
County  Extension  service. 

It  really  makes  sense 
to  use  these  methods  to 
extend  the  usefulness  of 
the  garden  into  the  winter 
months.

2012  com  crop  has  no  grain

Many  of  the  fields  in  Harrison  County 
and  also  other  counties  in  Central 
Kentucky  look  good.  The  one  exception 
is  the  corn  has  no  grain. 

Many  of  the  fields  grew  normally  early 
in  the  season.  When  the  extreme  dry  and 
hot  weather  occurred  corn  was  attempt¬ 
ing  to  develop  and  ear  and  receive  pollen. 
With  the  extreme  weather,  little  or  no 
grain  fill  formed  and  we  now  have  corn 
stalks  with  limited  grain. 

Many  folks  are  struggling  with  the 
decision  of  what  to  do  with  the  corn.  The 
field  on  the  Ritchie  farm  was  chopped 
and  created  nearly  400  tons  of  silage. 
This  amount  of  silage  would  be  enough 
silage  to  feed  over  100  beef  cows  through 
the  winter.  Although  the  volume  is  good, 
the  silage  lacks  one  thing  and  that  is 
grain.  Grain  is  an  important  ingredient 


for  the  animals  because  it  creates  energy 
during  the  cold  winter  months.  Therefore 
grain  will  need  to  be  added  to  complete 
the  diet. 

This  crop  also  has  an  additional  con¬ 
cern  for  the  farmer.  Nitrate  levels  from 
the  fertilization  may  be  stored  in  the 
plant  because  of  the  plant  not  growing 
properly.  High  nitrate  levels  can  lead  to 
death  of  animals  so  most  farmers  should 
have  the  levels  checked  before  utilizing  it. 
Do  not  attempt  to  graze  the  corn  unless 
samples  are  checked. 

If  producers  are  interested  in  checking 
their  corn,  contact  the  Harrison  County 
Extension  Office  at  234-5510  for  more 
details.

Recreation. 

Much  debate  was  passed 
back  and  forth  as  to  where 
the  additional  $18,000 
would  come  from  in  the 
county’s  budget  in  order 
to  meet  the  needs  of  the 
new  Parks  and  Recreation. 

According  to  Lutz,  the 
Parks  and  Recreation 
budget  will  be  split  50/50 
between  the  city  and 
county. 

“The  past  six  years  it 
has  been  a  50/50  split  with 
the  city  and  the  city  has 
never  come  up  with  the 
money,”  said  Copes. 

Parks  and  Recreation 
committee  member 
Robbie  Vanhook  was 
present  at  the  meeting 
to  express  issues  within 
recreation  in  Harrison 
County. 

“A  lot  of  community 
members  have  said  if  we 
have  the  park  then  let’s 
do  something  with  it  or 
sell  it,”  said  Vanhook. 
“This  is  more  than  just 
about  Flat  Run  Veteran’s 
Park  though.  There  has 
been  too  much  miscom- 
munication  between  the 
city,  county  and  recreation 
board  for  too  long  now.” 

Lutz  again  expressed 
the  need  to  finally  put 
all  recreation  and  park 
management  under  one 
governed  body  in  order  to 
eliminate  mass  miscom- 
munication. 

Copes  countered  the 
discussion  by  adding  that 
the  recreation  budget  is 
already  too  much  before 
adding  the  additional 
needed  funding. 

“I  agree  that  it  is  a 
large  sum  out  of  our  $9 
million  budget  but  some¬ 
where  along  the  line  we 
are  going  to  have  to  start 
expanding  recreation,” 
said  William  Fritz.  “I  see 
no  better  time  than  now  to

Ken  Morrison,  owner  of 
Angilo’s,  told  commission¬ 
ers  that  he  offers  both  for 
his  customers. 

Ruth  Ann  Wilson, 
owner  of  Paula’s  Family 
Restaurant  (formerly 
Family  Fare)  said  that  as 
a  business  owner  it  should 
be  her  right  to  choose 
whether  her  customers 


start.” 

A  call  for  vote  was  made 
with  magistrates  Brad 
Marshall  and  Copes  vot¬ 
ing  no.  Motion  passed. 

Also  brought  before  the 
court  was  the  possibil¬ 
ity  of  relocating  a  radio 
tower  for  dispatch. 

Bob  Laytart  brought 
before  the  court  an  idea  of 
moving  a  radio  tower  onto 
the  Elk’s  property,  which 
would  eliminate  most 
of  the  “radio  darkness” 
in  the  far  regions  of  the 
county. 

“Right  now  some  of 
our  sheriff’s  deputies  are 
unable  to  communicate 
with  dispatch  in  portions 
of  the  county,”  explained 
County  Judge-Executive 
Alex  Barnett.  “Bob  has 
done  some  work  and  has 
found  a  way  that  we  can 
address  that  issue.” 

The  new  tower,  which 
is  estimated  at  costing 
around  $150,000,  would  be 
over  100  feet  higher  than 
it  currently  stands,  which 
should  generate  a  better 
radio  signal. 

Laytart  also  said  that 
the  Cynthiana  Police 
Department  and  City 
fire’s  radio  channels 
would  be  switched  over  to 
the  higher  tower. 

No  vote  was  made 
on  the  issue.  However, 
Laytart  expressed  the 
need  to  address  the  issue 
soon. 

Finally,  the  fiscal  court 
agreed  to  adopt  a  five-year 
solid  waste  plan  in  order 
to  keep  within  state  regu¬ 
lations. 

“This  is  something 
that  has  to  be  done,”  said 
Barnett.  “It  is  basically  us 
reporting  where  we  send 
all  the  solid  waste  and 
since  that  has  changed, 
we  need  to  get  this  done 
soon.”

Handy  House  owner  had  ties  to  President  Lincoln

In  2003,  the  City  of  Cynthiana  and 
Harrison  County  jointly  purchased  the 
Handy  farm  to  build  Veterans  Park. 

The  park’s  Master  Plan  indicated  that 
the  only  place  on  the  120-acre  parcel  for 
a  public  swimming  pool  was  the  2,000  sf 
footprint  of  the  Handy  House  -  a  house 
that  has  stood  majestically  on  the  hill 
overlooking  the  Cynthiana  valley  for 
almost  200  years. 

Once  the  plans  became  widely  known, 
many  Cynthiana  residents  rallied  to  save 
the  house.  With  a  petition  of  over  2,000 
signatures,  the  house  was  saved  from  the 
wrecking  ball. 

Upon  further  research,  the  house  was 
found  historically  significant  and  listed 
on  the  National  Register  of  Historic 
Places  and  Gov.  Ernie  Fletcher  declared 
the  house  to  be  a  Kentucky  Historic 
Landmark. 

Despite  the  attention  garnered  for  the 
house  a  few  years  ago,  the  full  story  of  the 
Handy  House  is  still  coming  to  light  -  a 
story  that  reaches  far  beyond  the  City  of 
Cynthiana  and  leads  to  Washington  D.C. 
and  ultimately  to  Abraham  Lincoln’s 
White  House. 

I  believe  that  the  significance  of  this 
rich  history  could  be  the  key  to  secur¬ 
ing  the  funding  necessary  for  the  Park’s 
completion. 

Let  me  begin  by  introducing  myself: 

I  am  the  great,  great,  great  grandson  of 
Col.  William  Brown,  the  first  owner  and 
builder  of  the  Handy  House. . .  or  as  he 
named  it  -  Ridgeway. 

Many  of  you  know  the  colonel  was  a 
man  of  significant  means  and  dedicated 
to  public  service  -  a  veteran  of  the  War  of 
1812,  a  widely  respected  attorney  through¬ 
out  the  region  and  a  U.S.  Congressman 
serving  with  Henry  Clay  and  Thomas  J. 
Metcalfe. 

We  must  also  remember  that  the  colonel 
was  a  slave  owner,  as  was  his  great  friend 
and  political  ally  Henry  Clay  Similarly 
to  his  fellow  congressman,  the  colonel  felt 
that,  despite  his  personal  involvement, 
slavery  was  an  abhorrent,  unconscionable 
practice. 

He  eventually  put  his  words  into  action 
and  personally  brought  six  of  his  slaves 
to  the  free  state  of  Illinois  to  free  them 
in  1831,  decades  before  the  Emancipation 
Proclamation  signed  in  1863. 

Out  of  their  free  will  and  gratitude, 
these  ex-slaves,  worked  for  their  former 
master  -  the  colonel  -  after  he  moved  to 
Illinois  and  serving  him  until  the  day  he 
died. 

Sadly,  the  colonel  only  lived  a  few  more 
years  without  fully  finishing  his  own 
emancipation  goal. 

The  colonel’s  early  abolitionist  views 
appeared  to  have  a  great  impact  on  the 
people  around  him  and  particularly  his 
son,  James  N.  Brown. 

James  N.  Brown  was  born,  the  oldest 
of  nine  children,  at  Ridgeway  (aka  the 
Handy  House).  He  lived  at  Ridgeway  until 
he  was  26  when  he  helped  to  move  the 
family  up  to  the  frontier  of  Illinois.  The 
Brown  family  was  not  alone  and  many 
great  Kentucky  families,  such  as  the 
Warfields  and  the  Todds,  made  the  migra¬ 
tion  to  Illinois. 

This  familial  connection  to  the  Todds 
and  the  Warfields  came  through  the  colo¬ 
nel’s  wife  and  matriarch  of  the  Brown 
family,  Harriet  Warfield  from  Lexington. 

The  Warfield  and  Todd  families  were 
neighbors  in  Lexington,  and  Harriet 
purportedly  was  an  older  confidant  of  a 
young  Mary  Todd  Lincoln. 

Harriet’s  brother,  Dr.  Elisha  Warfield, 
was  a  very  close  friend  of  Mary  Todd’s 
father,  Robert  Smith  Todd.  In  fact,  Dr. 
Warfield  was  one  of  the  doctors  called 
upon  to  deliver  Mary  Todd  Lincoln  in 
1818,  the  same  year  Ridgeway  was  built. 

Beyond  this,  Dr.  Warfield  raised  and 
raced  “Lexington”,  one  the  most  illustri¬ 
ous  race  horses  to  grace  the  rolling  hills 
of  Kentucky’s  bluegrass,  and  the  sire  of 
many  of  today’s  thoroughbred  lines. 

Dr.  Warfield’s  “Lexington”  was  so  well 
revered  at  the  time  that  President  Lincoln 
was  known  to  have  ridden  a  Lexington- 
sired  horse,  being  the  favorite  horse  in  his 
stable. 

When  Lexington  died,  his  bones  were 
provided  to  the  Smithsonian  Institute 
in  Washington,  D.C.,  where  they  resided 
until  2010  when  they  were  returned  to 
Kentucky  and  are  currently  on  display  at 
the  Horse  Park. 

In  the  early  1830s  when  many  of  these 
illustrious  Kentucky  families  were 
migrating  to  Illinois,  James  N.  Brown 
assisted  the  colonel  and  other  members  of 
his  family  as  they  purchased  large  tracts 
of  land  to  farm  in  Sangamon  County,  Ill., 
which  at  the  time  was  undeveloped  fron¬ 
tier. 

Not  long  after  their  move,  James 
became  a  successful  attorney  and  decided 
to  hire  a  poor  farm  hand  originally  from 
Kentucky,  Abraham  Lincoln.  He  quickly 
found  that  Abraham  Lincoln  was  opinion¬ 
ated  and  loved  to  argue  the  issues  of  the 
day  with  James  and  those  around  him. 

James  became  a  very  close  friend  and 


confidante  of  Lincoln. 

Eventually,  Lincoln  also  entered  the 
Illinois  legislature  and  the  two  lawmakers 
corresponded  throughout  their  careers  on 
diverse  topics,  particularly  slavery. 

At  one  point,  Lincoln  compiled  a  scrap¬ 
book  of  his  own  political  writings  on 
slavery  and  gave  it  to  James  as  a  gift.  But 
even  more  remarkably,  many  historians 
and  history  books  quote  a  letter  sent  from 
Abraham  Lincoln  to  James,  on  Oct.  18. 
1858,  written  by  Lincoln  when  he  was 
on  the  presidential  campaign  trail,  for 
Lincoln’s  fundamental  philosophy  on 
slavery  and  racial  inequality. 

In  this  letter,  he  states: 

“I  believe  the  [Declaration  of 
Independence]  that  ‘all  men  are  created 
equal’  is  the  great  fundamental  principle 
upon  which  our  free  institutions  rest;  that 
[African  American]  slavery  is  violative  of 
that  principle...” 

Throughout  the  remainder  of  the  letter 
he  proceeds  to  state  that  the  government 
has  an  obligation  to  free  the  slaves  and 
suggests  that  the  people,  regardless  of 
race,  should  be  treated  equally  under  the 
law. 

It  is  clear  from  this  letter  that  Lincoln 
shared  his  deepest  personal  feelings  to 
James,  and  after  Lincoln  was  assassinat¬ 
ed,  James  would  be  bestowed  the  honor  of 
pallbearer  at  Lincoln’s  funeral. 

It  is  unclear  from  the  records,  but 
James  could  have  been  Abraham 
Lincoln’s  introduction  into  the  legal  field 
and  potentially  even  politics. 

James  was  the  son  of  a  former  U.S. 
Congressman  and  was  a  successful 
politician  in  his  own  right  representing 
Sangamon  County  and  having  served 
in  the  legislature  of  Illinois  for  over  a 
decade. 

Lincoln  was  a  poor  boy  from  rural 
Kentucky  that  had  no  significant  social 
connections  so  it  would  have  been  natu¬ 
ral  for  James,  a  wealthy  man  of  signifi¬ 
cant  standing,  to  introduce  Lincoln  into 
society  and  eventually  to  James’  cousin, 
Orville  Hickman  Browning,  who  was  also 
a  successful  attorney  in  Jacksonville  and 
was  to  become  one  of  Lincoln’s  dearest 
friends. 

Orville  Hickman  Browning  was  also  a 
native  Cynthiana  boy  and  Col.  William 
Brown’s  nephew. 

As  the  colonel’s  legal  protege,  he  “read 
the  law”  with  the  colonel  up  at  Ridgeway 
and  was  sent  by  the  colonel  ahead  of  the 
rest  of  the  family  to  Illinois  to  purchase 
farmland  in  the  Illinois  frontier. 

Orville  took  with  him  the  colonel’s 
strong  viewpoint  against  slavery  and 
once  he  met  the  radical  young  Abraham 
Lincoln  he  knew  that  he  had  met  a  kin¬ 
dred  spirit  and  they  became  close  life-long 
friends  and  political  allies. 

Orville  rapidly  rose  in  the  political 
ranks  to  the  state  legislature  and  then  to 
the  U.S.  Senate.  Lincoln’s  and  Orville’s 
political  philosophies  were  so  well 
matched  that  they  created  a  new  political 
party  together  in  Illinois  -  the  Republican 
Party 

According  to  many  historical  sources, 
including  Orville’s  much  referred  to 
personal  diary,  Orville  was  also  a  valued 
advisor  of  Lincoln’s. 

In  crisis,  Lincoln  would  seek  Orville’s 
advice  particularly  on  issues  relating  to 
their  mutual  native  state  of  Kentucky 

This  could  not  have  been  more  appar¬ 
ent  when  Lincoln  wrote  Orville  as  he 
was  distraught  about  General  Fremont’s 
radical  and  unauthorized  edict  where  he 
attempted  to  impose  martial  law  on  the 
state  of  Missouri  and  ordered  all  slaves 
in  the  state  to  be  set  free. 

The  upset  Lincoln  wrote  to  Orville  on 
Sept.  22, 1861: 

“...to  lose  Kentucky  is  to  lose  the 
whole  game.  Kentucky  gone,  we  cannot 
hold  Missouri,  nor,  as  I  think,  Maryland. 
These  all  against  us,  and  the  job  on  our 
hands  is  too  large  for  us.  We  would  as 
well  consent  to  separation  at  once,  includ¬ 
ing  the  surrender  of  this  capitol.” 

At  the  time,  Orville  was  prompting 
Lincoln  to  continue  the  radical  course  set 
by  Fremont,  but  the  politically  cautious 
Lincoln  ended  up  reversing  Fremont’s 
mandate  and  staid  a  more  moderate 
course  which  in  part  helped  to  keep 
Kentucky  loyal  to  the  Union. 

By  the  end  of  Orville’s  career,  he 
arose  to  the  Presidential  Cabinet  and 
served  as  the  Secretary  of  Interior  and 
U.S.  Attorney  General  under  President 
Andrew  Johnson  -  not  bad  for  a  native 
son  of  Cynthiana  and  Col.  William 
Brown’s  legal  protege  who  got  his  legal 
start  within  the  walls  of  Ridgeway 

As  most  of  you  know,  there  was 
more  Civil  War  history  associated  with 
Ridgeway  apart  from  the  Brown  family 

Dr.  Joel  Fraser,  the  subsequent  owner 
of  Ridgeway  after  the  Browns,  a  beloved 
physician  and  slave  owner,  supported  the 
Union  and  allowed  the  Union  Army  to 
camp  on  his  property  while  they  guarded 
the  important  bridges  and  railways  that 
were  the  Union’s  lifeline  to  the  battlefield. 

When  the  area  turned  over  to 
Confederate  leadership,  Dr,  Fraser 
harbored  a  wounded  Union  soldier  at 


Ridgeway 

The  next  owner  of  Ridgeway  was 
William  Torrence  Handy  who  became 
the  youngest  commissioned  officer  in  the 
Union  Army,  having  been  commissioned 
aide  de  camp  by  Ohio  Gov.  David  Tod. 

Kentucky  was  a  battleground,  both 
militarily  and  ideologically  as  the  inter¬ 
ests  of  slave  owners  and  abolitionists 
(who  were  oftentimes  the  same  people  like 
the  Browns,  the  Frasers  and  the  Todds) 
spared  off  in  this  great  civil  conflict. 

It  was  not  a  simple  matter  of  black  and 
white  as  the  residents  of  Ridgeway  dis¬ 
played  the  many  shades  of  gray  over  the 
decades. 

I  think  we  should  not  take  a  blind  eye 
to  the  past  as  we  look  toward  the  future, 
when  it  comes  to  Veterans’  Park.  While 
various  visions  for  Veterans’  Park  have 
over-promised  and  under-delivered,  we 
deserve  a  plan  that  integrates  the  past 
with  the  present. 

The  tantalizing  images  of  a  public 
swimming  pool  have  been  dangled  in 
front  of  the  good  people  of  Cynthiana 
without  any  clear  means  of  paying  for 
such  a  public  amenity. 

I  propose  that  Cynthiana  looks  to  its 
rich  history  as  an  asset  to  help  pay  for  the 
completion  of  the  park. 

One  idea  is  to  repurpose  the  house  into 
a  community  center  and  administrative 
offices  for  the  park. 

For  financial  support,  I  point  to  the  fact 
that  both  the  house  and  the  park  are  on 
the  Federal  Register  of  Historic  Places 
and  a  Kentucky  landmark.  Therefore, 
both  the  house  and  the  park  are  eligible 
for  federal  and  state  grants,  matching 
funds  and  other  financing. 

Thus  the  house  and  its  history  may  in 
part  help  fund  the  completion  of  the  park 
-  swimming  pool  and  all. 

Further,  as  the  story  of  the  rich  history 


preservation  of  the  house  at  Ridgeway 
most  appropriate  for  a  park  whose  new 
name  was  meant  to  honor  veterans  of  all 
generations. 

Sadly,  despite  this  new  historical  infor¬ 
mation  that  has  come  to  light,  and  despite 
the  new  volunteers  who  have  come  for¬ 
ward  to  make  this  mutually  beneficial 
goal  a  reality,  the  house  is  in  even  greater 
danger  of  demolition  as  the  Harrison 
County  Historical  Society  has  been  dis¬ 
couraged  over  the  magnitude  of  their 
mission. 

The  committee  to  save  this  landmark  is 
still  very  much  willing  to  continue  their 
work  but  we  need  others  to  step  forward 
to  help  with  the  effort. 

If  the  Historical  Society  gives  up  on  the 
restoration  effort,  and  the  house  is  demol¬ 
ished,  state  and  federal  funding  to  com¬ 
plete  the  park  will  be  next  to  impossible 
to  acquire  and  the  entire  cost  of  complet¬ 
ing  the  park  will  fall  on  the  taxpayers  of 
Harrison  County. 

Further,  the  opportunity  to  create  a 
community  center  from  the  house  will 
have  been  lost. 

The  future  and  enduring  legacy  of  this 
nationally  significant  home  is  still  in  our 
hands  -  but  not  for  long  if  those  who  were 
entrusted  to  save  it  have  given  up. 

I  implore  the  Harrison  County 
Historical  Society  and  the  people  of 
Cynthiana:  Please  do  not  let  Ridgeway 
go  the  way  of  the  Griffith  house.  There 
is  still  time  if  we  join  together  to  make  a 
difference.

of  Ridgeway  and  its  people 
become  known,  I  believe 
this  landmark  will  attract 
private  donations  and 
national  attention. 

Verizon  has  already 
contributed  $10,000  to 
the  preservation  of  the 
house,  without  knowing 
the  house’s  connection 
to  Abraham  Lincoln  and 
national  history. 

Lastly,  several  notable 
veterans  have  owned 
Ridgeway  including  Col. 
William  Brown,  who 
originally  built  Ridgeway 
in  1818,  thus  making  the

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Main  Street  Program  returning  Obituaries

Revitalizing  Cynthiana’s  down¬ 
town  got  a  boost  from  the  city  com¬ 
mission  Tuesday  when  it  gave  a 
unanimous  nod  to  pursue  of  The 
Main  Street  Program. 

Bonnie  Skinner,  Planning 
Commission  director,  and  Kitty 
Dougoud,  director  of  Georgetown’s 
Main  Street  Program,  presented 
a  proposal  that  will  re-establish 
Cynthiana’s  Main  Street  Program. 

Cynthiana  was  once  part  of  the 
state’s  program  through  what  was 
then  called  Cynthiana  Renaissance. 

Dougoud  said  that  much  of  the 
information  from  the  Renaissance 
Program  can  be  carried  forward 
and  used  with  Main  Street  initia¬ 
tives. 

Skinner  said  the  Planning 
Commission  will  serve  as  a 
resource  and  support  for  the  pro¬ 
gram  that  seeks  to  breathe  life 
back  into  the  downtown  area. 

Dougoud  said  the  start  up  will 
cost  the  city  nothing.  Eventually 
there  will  need  to  be  a  Main  Street 
manager  and  a  volunteer  board. 

Darlene  Bussell,  executive  direc¬ 
tor  of  Cynthiana  and  Harrison 
County’s  Economic  Development 
Authority,  said  the  Main  Street 
Program  will  work  hand-in-hand 
with  her  efforts.  She  offered  her 
assistance  and  said  she  looks  for¬ 
ward  to  working  with  the  Planning 
Commission  and  the  Main  Street 
Program. 

In  other  business,  the  commis¬ 


sion: 

•  Held  a  public  hearing  on  the 
Municipal  Road  Aid  funds  and  a 
proposed  city  street  repaving  proj¬ 
ect. 

The  city  allocated  $170,000  for 
street  improvements  and  $36,000 
for  sidewalk  and  curbs  in  the 
Westside  Redevelopment  Project  in 
accordance  with  the  grant  agree¬ 
ment.

Winkle  for  the  purchase  of  a  2004 
Ford  Crown  Victoria  for  $400. 

•Repealed  the  2005  goals  and 
objectives  for  the  Cynthiana- 
Berry-Harrison  County  Planning 
Commission  and  adopted  the  2012 
edition. 

•Approved  the  purchase  of 
awnings  for  City  Hall  for  $5,956 
from  the  Energy  Efficiency  Grant. 

•Approved  $76,305  in  improve¬ 
ments  at  City  Hall,  water  treatment 
plant  and  the  fire  station  through 


the  Energy  Efficiency  Grant. 

•Heard  Commissioner  Billy 
Grayson  report  that  all  of  the 
workers  for  the  A-Keller  Dam  will 
be  recognized  on  Sept.  6  at  6  p.m. 

•Agreed  to  eliminate  the  no  turn 
on  red  sign  on  the  northbound  side 
of  Miller  Street  at  the  Pike  Street 
intersection.  The  southbound  sign 
will  be  brought  up  to  standards. 

•Accepted  the  resignation  of 
part-time  telecommunicator  for 
911,  Ashley  Gray,  and  the  full-time 
telecommunicator,  Mandy  Mudd. 

•Agreed  to  post  the  full-time  posi¬ 
tion  internally. 

•Accepted  the  resignation  of 
Julius  Johnson  from  the  public 
works  department. 

•Announced  that  the  first 
Cynthiana  Rod  Run  will  be  held 
Saturday,  Aug.  25,  and  will  be  fol¬ 
lowed  that  evening  with  Hospice’s 
Church  on  Church  fundraising 
event. 

•  Heard  Commissioner  Gary 
Brunker  request  that  the  911  num¬ 
ber  be  reserved  for  emergencies 
only.  He  suggested  calling  234-7100 
for  non-emergency  calls  to  the 
police  department.

Attacking  anxiety

I  suffer  from  a  chronic 
disease  and  recently  had  a 
flare  up,  albeit  a  mild  one. 

I’m  a  hypochondriac, 
and  in  my  case  the  disease 
manifests  itself  as  anxiety. 
It  started  shortly  after  my 
husband  had  open-heart 
surgery  six  years  ago  this 
month.  An  elephant  came 
and  sat  on  my  chest  and 
refused  to  budge,  and  then 
strange,  random  twinges 
started  twinge-ing  and  I 
could  feel  my  heart  beat¬ 
ing,  which  is  normally  a 
good  thing,  except  when  I 
paid  close  attention  to  it, 
it  would  beat  faster,  which 
scared  me,  which  made  it 
beat  even  faster. 

I  started  thinking  that 
heart  disease  was  conta¬ 
gious,  which  I  know  it’s 
not,  but  when  anxiety 
attacks  you  tend  not  to  be 
rational. 

For  me  to  calm  down,  it 
took  several  trips  to  sev¬ 
eral  doctors  who  did  tests 
and  then  told  me  that  I  was 
fine  and  I  could  not  catch 
blocked  arteries  from  my 
husband  or  anyone  else, 
that  it’s  just  anxiety  and  no 
one  ever  died  from  hypo¬ 
chondria. 

After  six  years  I’ve  more 
or  less  gotten  it  under  con¬ 
trol,  although  I’m  not  com¬ 
pletely  cured.  It  lies  dor¬ 
mant  and  every  once  in  a 
while  it  flares  up. 

I’m  not  sure  what  trig¬ 
gers  it.  Stress,  I  suppose. 
Too  much  caffeine,  not 
enough  exercise.  Mostly  I 
think  it  happens  when  I 
realize  I  can’t  control  the 
universe. 

Not  that  I  want  to  control 
the  entire  universe,  just  a 
teeny  portion  of  it.  Just  the 
part  where  I  live. 

I  simply  want  to  create 
more  time  in  the  day,  less 
calories  in  the  food,  more 
bodies  to  share  the  load 
at  work.  I  want  to  fix  situ¬ 
ations  that  can’t  be  fixed, 
heal  the  sick,  empower  the 
weak  and  abolish  poverty. 

Currently,  I’m  working 
on  trying  to  move  Hawaii 
into  the  Gulf  of  Mexico 
so  when  my  daughter,  son- 
in-law  and  granddaugh¬ 
ter  relocate  there  in  a  few 
months  they  won’t  be  so 
far  away. 

However,  I  can’t  do  any 
of  that,  which  makes  me 
anxious  and  my  hypochon¬ 
dria  flares  up. 

The  Bible  says,  “Be  anx¬ 
ious  for  nothing,”  but  that’s 
God  speaking  and  it’s  easy 
for  him  to  say  that.  He’s 
God  and  he  knows  what’s 
going  on  and  I  don’t.  He 
can  move  Hawaii  into  the 
gulf  and  fix  the  unfixable, 
but  he  doesn’t  seem  to  do 
that  very  much.  That’s 
when  I  try  to  do  it  myself, 
which  makes  me  anxious 
because,  well,  because  my 
DIY  efforts  never  work. 

A  few  months  ago  I  found 
a  “Christianity  Today”  arti¬ 
cle  about  anxiety,  which  I 
printed  out  and  stuck  in 


a  folder,  knowing  that  it 
would  come  in  handy  one 
day.  Like  today  when  my 
anxiety  level  is  rising. 

The  article  posed  the 
question:  Can  God  use  anx¬ 
iety  for  good? 

If  God  says,  “Be  anxious 
for  nothing”  and  “Do  not 
be  afraid,”  yet  we  are,  and 
“Do  not  worry,”  yet  we  do, 
is  that  sin?  And  if  it  is,  and 
if  God  hates  sin  (which  he 
does),  how  can  he  use  it  for 
good? 

We  all  have  “default 
mode”  sin,  those  things 
that  we  keep  returning  to. 
For  some  it’s  a  substance  — 
food,  booze,  a  drug.  For  oth¬ 
ers  it’s  a  habit,  a  thought 
pattern;  it’s  self-pity  or 
self-reliance.  It’s  anxiety. 
It’s  worry  and  fear. 

How  can  any  of  that  be 
good? 

The  answer  is  simple  — 
it’s  not  good.  But  if  we  take 
our  sin  and  run  to  Jesus 
with  it,  that’s  when  it’s 
good.  When  I  say,  “This  is 
beyond  me.  This  is  killing 
me.  I  don’t  know  how  to 
stop  —  or  even  if  I  want  to 
stop,”  that’s  when  the  same 
God  who  says,  “Be  anxious 
for  nothing”  thankfully 
also  says,  “My  grace  is  suf¬ 
ficient”  and  that  he  will 
never  leave  or  forsake  his 
own. 

It  feels  like  it  sometimes, 
however,  like  when  an  ele¬ 
phant  parks  itself  on  your 


chest  and  you’re  teetering 
on  the  brink  of  a  full-blown 
panic  attack  or  when  you 
keep  returning  to  the  very 
thing  you  hate  most. 

But  even  then,  hallelujah, 
God  is  there  with  grace  suf¬ 
ficient,  sufficient  enough 
to  calm  the  most  restless 
heartbeat,  strong  enough 
to  lift  the  fattest  elephant 
from  my  chest,  merciful 
enough  to  forgive  the  most 
gripping  sin. 

I  am  most  anxious  —  and 
most  prone  to  sin  —  when 
I  forget  that  I  am  loved.  It 
does  no  good  to  tell  myself 
“just  say  no”  to  anxiety 
because  that  only  makes 
it  worse. 

However,  if  I  remind 
myself  that  God  loves  me, 
accepts  me,  cares  deeply 
for  me,  has  my  best  interest 
at  heart,  knows  what’s  best 
for  me  even  if  it’s  opposite 
from  what  I  think  is  best, 
then  my  anxiety  subsides. 

Same  goes  for  other  sins. 
It’s  the  safety  of  his  love 
that  sets  me  free. 

And  that’s  good.

3  cups  all-purpose  flour 
3  medium  eggs 
2  teaspoons  baking  soda 
2  cups  sugar 
1  teaspoon  salt 
%  cup  vegetable  oil 


1/2  teaspoon  baking  powder 
2  teaspoons  vanilla  extract 
1  1/2  teaspoons  cinnamon 

1  cup  crushed  pineapple 

%  cup  finely  chopped  walnuts  or  pecans 

2  cups  shredded  peeled  apple 


Preheat  oven  to  350  degrees.  Mix  flour,  baking  soda,  salt,  baking  powder, 
cinnamon  and  walnuts  together.  Beat  eggs  lightly  in  a  large  mixing  bowl. 
Add  sugar,  oil  and  vanilla  and  beat  until  creamy.  Stir  in  the  pineapple  and 
apples.  Add  flour  mixture  and  stir  until  moistened.  Spoon  into  two  well- 
greased  and  floured  5x9-inch  loaf  pans.  Bake  for  1  hour  or  until  a  wooden 
pick  inserted  near  the  center  comes  out  clean.  Cool  in  the  pans  for  10  min¬ 
utes.  Invert  onto  wire  racks  to  cool  completely.

The  Cynthiana  Shaolin 
Sin  The’  Karate  Club  gave 
advancement  test  to  stu¬ 
dents  eligible  for  rank 
advancement.  Students 
test  four  times  a  year,  once 
each  quarter.  The  students 
must  demonstrate  their 
knowledge  of  the  Shaolin 
system  by  performing 
kata,  weapons,  and  spar¬ 
ring. 

Katas  are  movements 
that  demonstrate  skills 
such  as  punches,  kicks  and 
postures  that  link  together 
to  become  what  is  called 
Kata.  The  movements 
learned  can  then  be  used 
in  self-defense  if  needed. 
Kata  without  use  of  weap¬ 
ons  is  sometimes  referred 
to  as  Empty  Hand  Forms, 
meaning  self-defense  with¬ 


out  weapons.  Weapons 
learned  are  numerous  and 
could  include  anything 
from  a  Short  Stick  to  vari¬ 
ous  swords,  spears,  axes 
etc.  Possessing  weapons 
was  forbidden  in  China 
so  in  order  to  protect 
themselves  many  farmers 
learned  to  use  common 
farming  tools  as  weapons. 

Shaolin  Monks  approxi¬ 
mately  1500  years  ago 
began  collecting  and  prac¬ 
ticing  all  the  various  ways 
of  self  protection.  Monks 
who  studied  and  became 
skilled  in  these  forms 
became  known  as  Warrior 
Monks.  They  protected  the 
Shaolin  Temples  and  area 
residents  from  thieves  and 
invading  armies.
